VERY practical scheme has 
been conceived by the 
Furniture Development 

Council. It is one that should be 
of great value to the industry 
provided the industry itself will 
co-operate fully. 

The scheme, fuller details of 
which are published in the news 
pages of this issue, is to help fur- 
niture manufacturers to compare 
their costs with those of other 
firms in the industry. 


*%* Already a pilot scheme has 
been tried out among. twelve 
selected firms of different sizes. 
This test produced some interest- 
ing facts and figures. 

For example, from an analysis 
of the returns of the twelve firms 
concerned (and it must be em- 
phasised that this is only a sample 
test) it appeared that 55 per cent 
of total cost was attributed to 
materials, and 4.1 per cent to 
administration. Delivery was 
shown as 3.9 per cent of factory 
cost; and salesmen’s _ salaries, 
commissions a nd expenses 
accounted for 2.2 per cent. 


%*%* How do these figures com- 
pare with the experience of other 


firms in the industry? It is to 
answer this question that the full 
scheme is now being launched, 
and all firms registered with the 
F.D.C. are being invited (volun- 
tarily) to contribute their figures 
for analysis—but on a _ strictly 
anonymous and secret basis. 

There is no possibility whatever 
of any firm’s individual costings 
being seen by other members of 
the trade. 


*x* If such a scheme as this 
had been put before the industry 
twenty years ago it would have 
had little chance of success. 

But to-day there is a new and 
worthier spirit of co-operation for 
the betterment of the whole in- 
dustry; and we believe that manu- 


facturers will be willing to help 
in this scheme so that the result- 
ing analyses of costs will be at the 
disposal of makers, and thus 
enable them to make a salutary 
check on their own costs.

New Form of Hire Purchase 
Insurance 


The Editor, 
* Furnishing World.” 

Sir,—I was most interested to see 
your article regarding what is usually 
termed in the United States “ Credit 
Life Insurance” but which, as you so 
rightly point out, has been extended in 
this country to cover even unemploy- 
ment. I am sure that the adoption of 
insurance schemes of this nature can 
be regarded as a most valuable addi- 
tional protection for both hirer and 
trader. 

There is no doubt that a number of 
retailers have already adopted this 
scheme, and an article describing the 
scheme in this association’s journal, 

‘Hire Trading,” brought a consider- 
able response from members. 


May I, in passing, correct a mis- 


apprehension that might possibly arise 


from your secondary heading: “ How 
H.P. Furnishers Can Insure Against 
Default.” This type of insurance does 
not in fact give cover against default 
as such (although plainly it minimises 
the chances of default). It ‘nsures 
the hirer against various insurable 
risks, sickness, death, unemployment, 
and so on, and pays the instalments 
for the hirer if these events occur. It 
is not, that is to say, an insurance 
against “non-payment” of instal- 
ments.

In Cotton and Rayon

IMPLICITY and careful lighting 
are the secrets of the success of 
this effective window display of fur- 
nishing fabrics installed by Bourne & 
Hollingsworth, Ltd., at their Oxford

The large semi-circular drape is 
composed of three individual lengths 
of furnishing fabric, caught together 
in the centre. Top lighting drama- 
tises the display and emphasises the 
texture of the fabrics used. A 
suspended table lamp on one side, 
and a lamp standard on the other also 
enhance the display. 

To give prominence to the central 
display the other fabrics shown in the 
window are placed well towards each 
side, in panels of varying heights.

Can Take You Right Into 
The Customer's Home 


§ gery the goods to the customer 

and making the sale actually in 
her home are not new ideas. Many 
stores, however, miss the opportunity 
of larger or additional sales because 
they do not develop this policy con- 
sistently to suit their own trade. 

Floorcoverings and soft furnishings 
are both “naturals” for in-the-home 
sales. Showing samples of these lines 
in the setting where they will be used 
can prevent a customer making a bad 
buy through inability to visualise a 
new carpet or curtains in her own sur- 
roundings, 

Where home sales have _ been 
pushed, experience has shown that a 
customer who says, in the shop, that 
she wants a carpet of a certain colour, 
frequently chooses an entirely dif- 
ferent one when she sees it against 
the background of her own furniture. 


Only One Right Answer 


Every woman has bought a hat or 
dress at some time, taken it home, 
tried it on and then relegated it to a 
cupboard because it “didn’t do any- 
thing ” for her when teamed with the 
rest of her wardrobe. In the same 
way any purchase for the home must 
be related to the room as a whole, 
must take into account existing furni- 
ture and recognise the living habits of 
the family. 

If the customer makes the wrong 
choice in the shop she will always 
subconsciously blame the store for not 
selling her the right article. Few 
people can visualise colour-mixtures 
accurately, and when it becomes a 
matter of mixing colours, designs and 
textures, they are completely adrift. 

Every salesman has had to contend 
with the customer who, when asked 
to describe her home furnishings says: 
“The furniture is light to middling 
brown, and the curtains are pink with 
bits of buff—or you might call it 
cream—and there’s some green in 
them too.” With this lead to go on, 
it is not surprising that the salesman 
plays safe and sells her a fawn car- 
pet which “doesn’t do anything” for 
her home. 


Interest Already There 


Everyone who has a home is already 
interested in house furnishings, and 
the best basis for a campaign to push 
home sales is a booklet on floor- 
coverings or soft furnishings, with 
helpful hints on their care and simple 


reasons for choosing various types 
for different purposes. 

The booklet issued by the British 
Carpets Promotion Council, “The 
choice and care of carpets,” would 
form a good basis for the campaign, 
and the soft furnishings buyer of the 
store could provide material for a 
similar treatment of fabrics. 

To open the campaign a letter could 
be sent to a mailing list of customers 
and potential customers, offering the 
booklet free and without obligation if 
the recipient returns the printed reply- 
paid card enclosed with the letter. 

At the same time the store’s regu- 
lar local Press advertisements could 
draw attention to the home-sales ser- 
vice, and contain coupons for readers 
to apply for the free booklet. 


Reminder Follow-ups 


[wo follow-up memos, carrying the 
signature of the store manager or pro- 
prietor, could be drafted, one 
addressed to the people who have 
applied for and received the booklet, 
and another to those who have not 
answered. 

The first, written in a pleasantly 
informal way, could express the hope 
that the book has been found useful 
and interesting, and suggest that a visit 
to the store would give the oppor- 
tunity of seeing colour charts and 
inspecting the wide range of fabrics 
and floorcoverings from which the 
right choice could be made. ° 

The second reminder-card could 
have a tear-off reply-paid section, and 
could draw attention to the number 
of people who have “ already thanked

us for this helpful free booklet.” It 
could point out that there are only a 
few copies left which “ we would like 
our best customers to have.” 

The next stage in the campaign 
could equally well be done by tele- 
phone or post. Whichever method is 
used the approach should be friendly 
without being at all pushing. Here 
the olfer to come to the customer’s 
home can be made by saying that the 
store carries giant colour charts which 
are too large to be mailed, but could 
be brought to the home by a sales- 
man who could also bring carpet 
sample books and swatches of fabrics. 


Additional Arguments 


Additional arguments to achieve a 
home appointment which can be 
brought out in the store’s Press adver- 
tising, are those of leisure and con- 
venience. Most women like their 
husbands to approve when buying any 
major item for the home. It avoids 
friction, and a man who will grumble 
about the cest of something his wife 
has chosen will happily spend tar 
more if he does the choosing. 

Again, customers do not like to be 
hurried, and there is more time to talk 
things over in the home, when the 
couple are together, than when the 
wife is out shopping, often with an 
eye on the clock because she must 
collect the children from school or 
rush home to get the evening meal. 

Once the home appointment has 
been made, the salesman has the 
opportunity of suggesting additional 
sales of accessorics—a "ug to tone with 
the new curtains, an extra lamp stan- 
dard or the latest styles in cushions. 
These should not be pushed hard: it 
is easy to frighten off a customer who 
feels she is being talked into spend- 
ing more than she can afford. If 
response shows that the time is not 
ripe for these extra sales the way has 
still been paved for another approach 
later on, either through the post or 
by a second visit. 


Glowing Colours for Tickets and 
Showcards are Display Aids

The Case for a Standard for 
Upholstery Fabries 


S linee basic idea behind the Kite- 
mark is to give a guarantee to the 
public that some minimum standard 
has been adhered to. It would be 
pointless, therefore, to impose rigid 
conditions for the article as a whole, 
for frames and springs, if shoddy 
fabrics were to be permitted. The 
fabric is the weakest and most vul- 
nerable component of the finished pro- 
duct and to sanction the use of bad 
fabrics reduces the value of the stan- 
dard. It would take very few months 
for the public to discover this fact 
and thus bring the Kite-mark into dis- 
repute. Recent experiences of the 
more outspoken sections of the national 
Press show that the indignation thus 
aroused would not lack publicity. 


Let there be no doubt about one 
fact: shoddy upholstery fabrics have 
been and are being used in large 
quantities have seen cloths whose 
only right to the title of “tapestry” 
was that they contained warp and 
weft yarns. I have seen moquettes 
which could be pulled with finger and 
thumb to reveal gaping holes; 
moquettes which were made with 
condenser waste even in the pile 


“Many Shoddy Fabrics in Use” 


An indication of the trend is that 
despite the fairly steady raw cotton 
prices this year, ever cheaper 
moquettes are offered to upholsterers 
Neither weavers or wholesalers are 
working at a loss. These lower prices 
must therefore reflect lower qualities 


Uncut moquette is a rather compli- 
cated structure, and the factors which 
determine its wearability are numer- 
It is quite impossible and un- 
necessary for the upholsterer to learn 
them for that is not his job. The 
technical details of weaving should be 
the problem of the weaver, and just as 
the public expects a _ satisfactory 
article from the upholsterer, so should 
he expect a serviceable cloth from the 
weaver—without having to learn about 
grades of yarn or the chemistry of 
dyestuffs.

Many of the more conscientious 
upholsterers and even retailers are 
already insisting on certain specifica- 
tions, but these are individual, unco- 
ordinated and often useless 





A controversy is developing 
about the desirability and prac- 
ticability of imposing a minimum 
quality standard for upholstery 
fabrics, to be included in the 
Kite-mark scheme. This paper, 
prepared by Mr. V. H. Black of 
the Claremont Manufacturing 
Co., Ltd., was read before a joint 
meeting of the B.F.M., B.S.L, 
and the Furniture Development 
Council last week. 











(1) A minimum weight per yard (or 
metre) is the most common. Although 
this does help, it still leaves many 
loopholes to the weaver. A bad cloth 
can be made heavier by the introduc- 
tion of condenser waste, which is 
heavier, yet weaker than a spun cotton 
yarn—but it is cheaper. The sizing 
of yarns or of the fabric also adds to 
the weight, allowing the weaver to 
make up in sizing starch what he takes 
out in cotton. 


(2) Wool content expressed as a 
percentage is still a common specifica- 
tion This has survived from the

Utility “Specification 110” and is a 
very unreliable guide to quality. If 
wool percentage is specified without 
any other qualification (as is often the 
case) it is not only useless but stupid. 
It does not seem to have occurred to 
some people that a 20 per cent wool 
cloth weighing 20 ounces contains 
more wool than a 25 per cent wool 
cloth weighing 14 ounces. It also con- 
tains more cotton. 


Rigid Standards Not Wanted 


The quality of a moquette depends 
on the number, thickness and type of 
the warp and weft yarns, the disposi- 
tion, height and type of the pile, the 
grade of cotton, the standard of spin- 
ning and weaving, the type and con- 
centration of the dye. No upholsterer 
can be expected to specify all these 
details every time he orders a few 
yards of a cloth, still less to test if 
his specifications have been adhered 
to. 

To lay down rigid manufacturing 
specifications is therefore impossible. 
It is also undesirable. The weaver 
must remain free to experiment, to 
make new cloths and to make a pro- 
duct which is distinctive. Any stan- 
dardisation of this sort would bring a 
return of the uniformity and frustra- 
tion which were the disadvantages of 
the Utility scheme. 


Lab. Tests Must Be Definite 


If exact specifications are not prac- 
tical, the only remaining possibility is 
to devise performance tests. These 
must be simply comprehensible and 
yet give definite results. They must 
measure characteristics which are 
directly related to the satisfactory 
use of the fabric. The obvious diffi- 
culty is to devise tests which repro- 
duce the conditions to which the 
fabric is exposed in ordinary use 
Except for sitting on it for a period 
of vears, there is obviously no exact 
method and this difficulty has made 
the scientist chary of recommending 
tests. 

A variety of tests have, however, 
been carried out in the laboratories of 
trade organisations and private firms. 
In the moquette field experiments have 
been made on Abrasion, Light Fast- 
ness, Tensile Strength, Pile Recovery 
and Pile Slippage I intend to deal 
only with the first three, as in dis- 
cussing minimum standards these are 
most relevant. 


(1) Abrasion Tests. Experi 
ments have been made at a number of 
laboratories. I have had cloths tested 
at the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce Testing House on a machine 
which subjected the sample to an 
intermittent rubbing against a piece of 
thick canvas, stretched at a controlled 
tension. The number of rubs required 
to remove a certain number of pile 
loops and the rubs required to wear 
a hole in the fabric were recorded. 
The results were most unsatisfactory. 
Very small and quite unimportant 
changes in quality produced wide dis- 
crepancies in the results and even the 
same cloth did not always give the 
same result. According to my en- 
quiries, other laboratories have also 
failed to produce results of sufficient 
consistency to suggest that this method 
(in its present state of development) 
could be used as a standard. 

(2) Light Fastness. A satisfactory 
method has been devised by the British 
Standard Institution and this is already 
widely used in the trade. Fastness is 
graded from BS.1 to BS.8 by exposing 
the sample to an artificial sunlight 
lamp together with eight graded Stan- 
dard samples. There seems to be 
reasonable agreement that BS.5 should 
be the minimum acceptable for uphol- 
stery fabrics. This test is simple, 
cheap and accurate and I can see no 
reason why it should not be incor- 
porated in the Kite-mark standard 

(3) Tensile Strength. This test 
measures the breaking strength in 
pounds of a strip of fabric of given 
dimensions. Experiments were carried 
out on a Goodbrand machine using a 
strip 2 in. wide with a distance of 
8 in. between the jaws of the machine 
These jaws were pulled apart at a 
rate of 16 in. per min., and the pulls 
required to snap the samples were re- 
corded. Prior to testing the samples 
were exposed to a relative humidity of 
65 to 70 per cent to ensure similar 
moisture content. Samples were 
tested warp- and weft-way. 

Before stating the results I would 
like to discuss the suitability of this 
test. It must be understood that it is 
only a test of the warp and weft 
streneth and does not test the pile, 
which—it might be argued—is the part

of the fabric most exposed to wear. 
The structure of a moquette, how- 
ever, entails a close relation between 
the pile and the back of the fabric. 
Fach dent in the reed contains two 
warp threads and two, three or four 
pile threads, according to the number 
of frames. Thus to reduce the num- 
ber of warp yarns, one must reduce 
the number of dents and thus reduce 
the number of pile yarns. A reduc- 
tion in the thickness of the warp or 
a reduction in the weft also affect the 
pile as the loops are less securely 
bound. In these ways the reduction 
of quality of the back of the fabric 
adversely affects the pile. 


Moquette with an “ Open” Back 


This point is of innportance as reduc- 
tions in quality are usually made in 
the back of the cloth this being less 
visible to the customer. A further 
point worthy of mention is that where 
the pile contains wool, a weak back 
allows the hard and resilient wool yarn 
to be forced through the softer cotton, 
and the loops of the pile disappear. 
have seen cloths of 100 per cent wool 
pile where hard pressure of the thumb 
was sufficient to push the pile right 
through the warp and weft, leaving 
the loops standing at the back of the 
cloth. It requires little imagination 
or technical knowledge to realise that

back cannot be satisfactory. 

Samples 1 and 2.—These fabrics 
are of similar structure but whereas 
No. 2 is made of two normal warps 
(both 2/14s), No. 1 is made with one 
normal and one much thinner warp 
(2/14s. and 2/18s). Thus the reduc 
tion of thickness of one of the warps 
gives a loss of strength of about 
27 per cent. The difference in the 
weft is due solely to the quality of 
the yarn as the same thickness (8s) and 
the same number (27 per inch) give a 
difference of 14 per cent. 

Sample 3.—This sample is made of 
a construction theoretically better 
than any of the other samples and is 
15 per cent heavier than No. 2. Its 
lower strength is a reflection of the 
poor yarn quality 

Sample 4.—Slight warp weakness 
due to bad yarn quality. The extreme 
weft weakness is due to the use of a 
condenser waste weft. 

Sample 5.—This cloth is made with 
660 dents (instead of 800). This 
means 1,320 warp threads (against 
1,600) and 1,980 pile threads (against 
2,400). The warp strength of 72 Ib 
is the result. The weft weakness is 
due to the use of a very thin yarn 
(10s) ;

What Tests Reveal 

The above samples 1, 4 and 5 were 
carefully selected as containing a 
selection of the most common faults in 
cotton moquettes Samples Nos. 2 
and 3 are the only ones I would con- 
sider reliable cotton moquettes. The 
strength tests in fact showed almost 
exactly what I expected, ie., that the 
fault which is hidden from the eye is 
detected by the test. The conclusion 
is therefore that the standard should 
be in the region of 100 lb., and cer 
tainly not lower than 90 Ib., for both 
warp and weft. So far my experi- 
menis have heen made on moquettes 
only, but as all tight upholstery fabrics 
perform the same function, I believe a 
similar test could apply to the other 
structures.

No Decision Yet 
On Non-Sterling 
Imports 


N° arrangements have yet been 
made, it is understood, to cover 
the import of hardwoods from the 
non-sterling area into the United 
Kingdom in 1954. As _ reported re- 
cently, a meeting called by the hard- 
wood trade has adopted a_ resolution 
calling for the introduction, next year, 
of individual open general licences to 
overcome the difficulties in importing 
non-sterling woods. Any decision on 
this matter will have to be made at a 
very high level. 
+ . * 

Presumably, as an interim measure, 
thg authorities have introduced a 
scheme which eases some of the 
restrictions which have been in opera- 
tion for some time on the import of 
non-sterling woods. This measure 
enables importers, from October 1 
next, to apply for additional import 
licences up to a value equal to the 
maximum they were entitled to receive 
before that date upder the last instruc- 
tion—dated July 1. These additional 
licences will be valid until December 
31, 1953, and applications can be made 
forthwith. The scheme also provides 
for special contingencies such as 
failure of importers to apply by Sep- 
tember 30 for all or part of their 
entitlement 

+ * »

stances, everyone hopes that next year 
the authorities will be able to intro- 
duce an open general licence system.
